Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: these arguments should have been presented 
before the Final Office Action. Canale does disclose "arbitrary combination of computationally verifiable conditions" and a limitation that 
"optilonally occurs". Canale discloses having a user model to verify the conditions to send an email [Canale, col. 3, lines 37-55]. The 
broadest interpretation of "arbitrary combination of computation" would be working with a variable [ie. user model]. The claim is not more 
specific with this limitation. Canale disclose relevance evaluation through the use of the user model. Since the claim only discloses 
"optionally occurs" in a remote place, Canale discloses this by having another computer or optionally not [ie. 105 in figure 1 ,Canale, col. 3, 
lines 1 3-23 and col. 1 0, line 50 - col. 1 1 , line 2] . 
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
